ports 84 per cen t comes from the grou n d 
an d from min es, forests, an d fisheries, 
while on ly Iff percen t is the produ ct of 
machin ery. 
The cotton of the Sou th 
an d the grain of the West hold a du al 
con trol over ou r n ation al prosperity. 
The on e keeps the spin dles of En glan d 
bu sy, an d the other feeds the world. 
Eu rope 
has 
almost 
as 
mu ch 
in terest in tho produ cts of American 
soil as we have ou rselves. 
A loss of 
these two crops for a sin gle season 
wou ld create a pan ic throu ghou t the 
civilized globe. 
There aro in America over 4,000,000 
farms, large an d small. 
They cover 
300,000,000 acres of improved lan d: 
their total valu e is somethin g like $10,- 
000,000,000. 
These figu res are n ot, of 
cou rse, comprehen sible. 
They simply 
con vey the idea of vastn ess of area an d 
importan ce. 
fi ho estimated valu e of 
the yearly produ cts is between $2,000,- 
000,000 an d 
$3,000,000,000. 
What 
America takes ou t of the grou n d, there­ 
fore, has mu ch to do with the prosperity 
an d happin ess of the n ation . What lieln a 
Hie farmer 
u s ail, an d what ftn rffi 
him hu rts u s all. 
His well-tilled acres 
are the heart of the repu blic, an d each 
pu lse drives the produ cts of the cou n try 
in to every market on the plan et. 
Con ­ 
gress lias been asked to establish an ex­ 
perimen tal farm in every state an d ter­ 
ritory at a cost of $lofb00 each. 
It will 
en cou rage the tillers of the soil an d show 
them tiie resu lts of methods which they 
can n ot afford to test lor themselves. 
It will he mon ey well spen t. 
By all 
mean s take good care of the farmers.

In tho extreme sou thwest corn er of 
Lou isian a lies the largest produ cin g 
farm in the world. 
It ru n s*100 miles 
n orth an d sou th an d twen ty-five miles 
east an d west, an d is own ed an d oper­ 
ated by a syn dicate of n orthern capi­ 
talists. Their gen eral man ager, J. B. 
Watkin s, gives an in terestin g accou n t 
of this gigan tic plan tation ,which throws 
the great Dalrymplo farm in Dakota in to 
the shade completely. 
“The million 
an d a half acres of ou r tract,” Mr. 
Watkin s said, “was pu rchased in 1883 
from the State of Lou isian a an d from 
the Un ited States Govern men t. 
At 
that time it was a vast grazin g lan d 
for the cattle of the few dealers of the 
n eighborhood. 
When I took posses­ 
sion I fou n d over thirty thou san d head 
of half-wild horses an d cattle. 
Mv 
work was to divide the immen se tract 
in to con ven ien t pastu res, establishin g 
station s o r ran ches every six miles. 
The fen cin g alon e cost in the n eighbor­ 
hood of $50,000. 
Tho lan d I fou n d to 
be the best adapted to rice, su gar, corn , 
Hi. 1 cotton . 
All ou r cu ltivatin g, ditch­ 
in g, etc., is don e by steam-power. 
We 
take a tract, half a mile wide, for in ­ 
stan ce, an d place an en gin e on each 
side 
These en gin es are portable, an d 
operate a cable attached to fou r plows, 
an d u n der this arran gemen t we are 
able to plow thirty acres a day with 
on ly the labor of three men . 
Ou r har­ 
rowin g, plan tin g, an d other cu ltivation 
is don e in a like man n er. 
In fact, there 
is n ot a sin gle drau ght-horse on the en ­ 
tire place. 
We have, of cou rse, horses 
for the herders of cattle, of which we 
n ow have 10.000 head. 
The Sou thern 
Pacific Railroad ru n s for thirty-six 
miles throu gh ou r farm. 
We have 
three steamboats, operatin g on the wa­ 
ters of ou r own estate, u pon which 
there are 300 miles of n avigable wa­ 
ters. 
We have an ice-liou se, a ban k, a 
ship-yard, an d a rice-mill.” 


F r o m German y comes the report of a 
case in which a portion of in testin e five 
feet lon g was removed su ccessfu lly 
(that is, the patien t recovered an d still 
lives). 
The oj>eration was made n eces­ 
sary becau se gan gren e of the in testin e 
had followed u pon stran gu lated hern ia. 
A similar operation is reported in New 
Y'ork papers, in which six foet of in tes­ 
tin e were cu t ou t su ccessfu lly.

Railroad earnings give proof that, while 
traffic is large, the increase falls short of re­ 
ported gains of business at the west. 
Reports 
for April, so far, show an average increase of 
17 per cent, in gross earnings over last year. 
The Pennsylvania accounts, however, indi 
cate a general increase of 11.2 per cent, in op­ 
erating exjxmsew. 
Lake freights are 3 % cents 
for wheat from Chicago to Buffalo. 
The 
Erie canal opened Saturday and charters 
from Buffalo to New York are at 6 % cents, 
Ocean freights are 1)4*1 to Liverpool, with 
little chartering. 
These figures do not indi 
cate great activity of movement as yet. 
But 
w heat exporting is checked by a comer in 
near options, which has advanced prices 3 % 
cents, with sales of 69,000,000 bushels here 
and one considerable failure. 
It is significant that, with money largely in­ 
creasing in volume 
and abundance, iron 
grows weaker. 
Bessemer iron is 50 to 75 
cents lower at Pittsburg. Sales of bar at 2 
cents are not unusual a t Philadelphia, and 
there are reports of large sales of pig at a con 
cession, while some rail mills are open for or­ 
ders at $38. 
The association’s Bulletin signifi­ 
cantly observes “ there are far worse evils 
than a moderate decline in prices.” 
Already 
9 07 miles of railroad have been comp leted 
ag ainst 6 52 to date last year, and new securi­ 
ties are offered in great variety and large 
amou nt, b u t the uncertain p rosp ect as to 
r ates, and resp ecting the decisions of the inter­ 
state commission affects inv estments in stock s, 
thou g h p rices have been imp rov ed a little 
with g ood rep orts of earnings. 
Tli-» enormou s supply of money g oes far to 
ex p lain the situation. 
Not only has the 
treasu ry added about $4,927,000 to the circu­ 
lation in Ap ril, but the abundance and cheap­ 
ness of money in London are clearly felt here. 
Undou b tedly large amounts of foreign capital 
ore seeking employment here, in industries or 
in real estate loans, because of the inadequate 
demand abroad. 
W hile this state of things 
continues, and crop prospects grow more 
favorable, the season of speculation and ex­ 
pansion in trade and industry is not likely to 
meet a reaction.

T H E STA TE OF M ARYLAND SE T S UP 


AGAINST T H E NATION,

Fines Her Sovereignty 
9 3 ,0 0 0 —The Chicago Hoodie Case D evel­ 
ops a .Star! ling Proposition of Interest to 
the A na rchists—The ’Frisco R a ilw a y and 
Its Transfer Hooks. 


Baltimore , Md., May 7.—Ju dg e Morris, of 
the United States cou rt, rendered his decision 
Friday in the case of the Unite« l States ag ainst 
certain steamers of the Mary land oy ster nav y . 
The state sets forth that the v essels named, or 
any other v essels b elong ing to the oy ster 
nav v , were the ex clu siv e p rop erty of tb e state 
of Mary land for u se of the fishery force and 
nav ig ating Chesap eak e b ay within the limits 
of the state and nowhere else, and that u p on 
these g rou nds the state’s officers had refu sed 
to su b mit to th- ins]action of their hu lls and 
b oilers b y the federal g ov ernment. 
The court decided that under the exclusive 
power of congress to regulate commerce ou 
any 
of 
the 
navigable 
waters 
of 
th*. 
United States 
(including the Chesapeake 
bay whereon tho oyster navy plied) that 
case fell under the statute providing for tho 
inspection of all steam vessels. 
It would l>e 
very proper for congress to exempt from such 
inspection the vessels of a sovereign state, but 
it was not in the province of the court to so 
construe the laws. 
As to tho contention that 
the vessels, being the property of a sovereign 
state, were not liable seizure, it was held that 
the federal pow er was supreme, and that the 
doctrine contended for was not analagous 
with tho doctrine which exempted their seizure 
at the instance of private persons. 
The regu 
lation regarding inspection w as as much in 
the interest of the safety of ¡»ersons on other 
boats as for the safety of those on board the 
vessels themselves, and although it might be 
presumed the state would see that the proper 
inspection was made, such inspection was not 
a compliance with the law*. 
The state is fined 
$8,000 for the violation of the law. 


Gen. M cLeer’s Libel Suit. 
N ew Y ork , May 7.—The suit of Gen. 
Me Leer against J. H. Joel for an alleged Ubai 
in tbe letter’s paper, charging the general 
with obtaining a pension by misrepresenta­ 
tions as to his wounds, ended Friday in a dis­ 
agreement of the jury.

He is not in actu al want, 
and receiv es assistance from friends in 
England. 
His books fu rnish him a 
small income. 


A n adv antageou s improv ement in tho 
manu factu re of tin cans for preserv ing 
food is being introdu ced in Eu rope. 
The plan consists simply in so forming 
tho lid that it is merely pressed on and 
tho can is hermetically sealed, so that 
no internal pressu re can remov e the lid. 
Water boiled in a tin thu s closed has 
failed to force it off, althou gh the stoam 
pressu re has bu rst tho can itself. 
A 
penny piece, howev er, u sed as a lev er 
by being placed u nder a rim formed 
arou nd the top of the cov er, with tlio 
ahou lder of tho can as a fu lcru m, raises 
the lid with a remarkable small ex pen­ 
ditu re of power. 
The principle in­ 
v olv ed in the dev ice is that of the wedge 
and lev er. 
The neck of the tin on 
which the lid fits is formed at a v eryw 
slight angle from the v ertical, and the 
rim of the lid is made at a correspond­ 
ing angle, no solder being u sed to form 
tlit1 joint. 
By means o f this arrange­ 
ment, therefore, tfie opening of cans is 
rendered a remarkably clean, qu ick, and 
a imple o pera tio n, co ntra sting g rea tly 


in thes« respects with tho inconv enient 
method of opening now in v ogu e. 


W hittier , in an interv iew, once said 
that Hawthorne, Emerson, Longfellow, 
and himself had alway s been friends. 
Thero were no jealou sies, and each 
took a prido in the work and su ccesses 
of tho others. 
They wou ld ex change 
notes u pon their produ ctions, and if 
one saw a kindly notice of tho other it 
was alway s cu t ou t and sent to him. 
Hawthorno was by the others regarded 
as the greatest master of the English 
langu age. 
W hittier describes himself 
as u nlike any of the rest, for he nev er 
ha<l any method. 
When lie felt like it 
ho wrote, and neither had the health 
nor tho patience to rev ise his work 
afterward. 
It u su ally went as it was 
originally completed. 
Emerson w rote 
with great care, and wou ld not only re­ 
v ise his manu scripts carefu lly , bu t fre­ 
qu ently reword the whole on the proof- 
sheets. 
Longfellow', too, was a v ery 
carefu l writer. 
He wou ld lay his work 
by and then rev ise it. 
He wou ld often 
consu lt with his friends abou t his pro­ 
du ctions before they w-cro giv en to the 
world. 


N ot a few people hav e wondered how 
Dr. Ju nker, who has ju st retu rned to 
civ ilization from Central Africa, su c­ 
ceeded in iHissing safely throu gh the 
hostile tribes in tho lake region. 
The 
my stery is ex plained at last, and Dr. 
Ju nker deserv es credit for inv enting an 
ingeniou s method of redu cing danger to 
a minimu m in trav ersing u nfriendly 
parts of Africa. 
Before going far from 
Albert Ny anza he ascertained that there 
was no hopo of his getting throu gh tho 
territory of the Waganda and one or 
two other hostile tribes withou t aid. If 
he was not mu rdered ho w ou ld at least 
be detained as a prisoner. 
Now and 
then an Arab trading carav an was 
started for the coast, bu t the Arabs 
were afraid to appear to befriend, as 
they cou ld not afford to incu r the ill- 
will of the nativ o kings. 
In this emer­ 
gency tho nov el idea occu rred to Dr. 
Ju nker to sell himself as a slav e to one 
of the Arab traders. 
A bargain was 
stru ck and he ostensibly became the 
property of tho trader. 
The contract 
stipu lated that the Arab, for tire su m 
of 1,5 00 Au strian dollars, was to deliv er 
tin* trav eler alis'e at Zanzibar, where, 
u pon the presentation of tho contract, 
the money wou ld be paid to him by a 
firm doing bu siness there. 
It happened 
that Dr. Ju nker had with him an order 
written in Arabic by this firm, au thor­ 
izing him to make au y desirable ar­ 
rangement with the Arab traders of 
Central Africa. 
So Dr. Ju nker set ou t ! 
with his Arab carav an, which took him 
straight into the chief town of M’wanga, 
the cru el despot of Uganda. 
The chief 
trader represented that Ju nker was not 
his friend or trav eling companion, bu t 
his slav e whom he had bou ght of a ne­ 
gro tribe fu rther north. In his capacity i 
as a slav e Dr. Ju nker passed mu ster in 
the cou rt of King M’wanga, and lie was i 
perm itted to go in peace with his owner.

Reals Fiction. 
Among the y ou nger realistic story 
writers of the day is Mr. Yanderpoole. 
He is the au thor of “Hebatana, ” and 
“ltu hainab,” and it is whispered by his 
friends that he wrote “Democracy .” 
This y ou ng man, he is abou t thirty - 
two, is a liv ing proof of the fact that 
romance may go hand in hand with 
realism. 
Tho story of his life beats 
any thing from a sensational point of 
v iew that he has ev er written. 
An American by birth, Yanderpoole 
comes from a notable French family . 
He is related to the bite Madam George 
Band, and also to the owner of the 
great Parisian jou rnal, 'Th e Fig a ro . 
He 
writes as easily in French as in English. 
Ho is familiar with many langu ages, 
and is said to be well acqu ainted with 
sev eral oriental tongu es and dialects 
that hav e no written sy mbols. 
This remarkable y ou ng man acqu ired 
the greater part of his edu cation while 
trav eling ov er the world. 
His career 
as a wanderer was cau sed by a singu lar 
tragedy . The partner of Yanderpoole’s 
father misappropriated fu nds belonging 
to the firm. Tho elder Yanderpoole de­ 
cided not to prosecu te, and his son, 
then a boy of 15 , hastened to tell tho 
good news to the little dau ghter of the 
frau du lent partner. 
W hile tho two 
were talking the girl’s father came u p 
and dealt the boy a terrible blow with 
an ax . 
The weapon missed its aim and 
went crashing throu gh the girl’s sku ll, 
sprinkling her horrified play mate with 
blood. 
The m u rderer fled the cou ntry , 
and y ou ng Yanderpoole started off to 
hu nt down the man who had killed his 
little girl friend and ru ined liis father. 
The boy av enger went first to France, | 
and then followed tho fu gativ e across I 
Asia Minor. 
Sometimes lie lost the 
trail, bu t lie kept on u ntil lie picked it 
u p again. 
Once in Tartary he was only 
three hou rs behind the criminal, bu t 
his horse broke down and he failed to 
captu re him. 
Tho resolu te y ou th went 
throu gh Africa, the Orient, Alaska, and 
British America. 
Finally lie lost the 
trail, and su bsequ ently learned that the 
man he sou ght had been frozen to death 
in a hou se iu Chicago which Yander­ 
poole bad at one time lodged in. 
Yanderpoole did not pass throu gh 
these wanderings withou t some strange 
ex periences. 
In 
Central 
India 
he 
v isited a shrine which foreigners were 
prohibited from seeing u nder pain of 
death. 
Disgu ised as a Mu su lman he 
made the trip in safety . 
Again lie 
acted as the field correspondent of the 
Fig a ro in the Tu rco-Ru ssian war, and 
had many hair-breadth escapes. 
He is 
now u nder contract with that paper to 
go to tho front in the ev ent of a war be­ 
tween France and Germany . 
Su ch is a brief ou tline of the history 
of a war correspondent, trav eler, ex ­ 
plorer, lingu ist, and nov elist, who is 
ju st 
entering liis thirties. 
It beats 
fiction.—A tla n ta C o n stitu tio n . 


A Pretty Go o d Ba d Bo y . 
A good many y ears ago now, a small, 
bare legged boy set ou t from liis home 
in Portsmou th, New Hampshire, for an 
afternoon’s sport with a gu n. 
Ho

Tlu * Gov ernor at once pu lled u p his 
horse and looked with amu sement at the 
little fellow standing there as seriou s 
as a sentry , with his gu n held rigidly 
before him. 
“ VYliat is y ou r nam e?” said the Gov ­ 
ernor. 
“Thomas Bailey A ldrich,” replied the 
boy , with a military salu te. 
He was inv ited into the chaise, and 
thou gh he lost his shooting, what was 
that in comparison with the distinction 
of riding into Portsm ou th town with 
Gov ernor Woodbu ry ? 
This was forty y ears ago, and since 
then Thomas Bailey Aldrich has earned 
a place among the foremost of Ameri­ 
can au thors by a series of books, some 
in prose and somo iu v erse, whieli are 
distingu ished by the pu rity of their tone, 
the refinement of their sty le, and the 
pietu resqu eness of 
their 
inv ention. 
One of them is called “The Story of a 
Bad Boy ,” and ex cept that some of the 
names 
of 
persons 
and places are 
changed, it is so faithfu l a pictu re of 
the au thor’s boy hood that it might be 
called an au tobiography .— W illia m H. 
K id ein g, in S t. Nich o la s.

Pa risia n Dueling . 
The institu tion 
of du eling ia u n­ 
dou btedly greatly abu sed in France; 
nev ertheless there are often seriou s 
du els, and the theory of du eling is se­ 
riou sly accepted, false os it is. 
It is a 
cu stom which lias entered so deeply 
into French manners that it is not easy 
to foresee ev en its obsolescence. 
In a 
well 
known 
Parisian 
newspaper, 
L'E ven em en t, there appeared recently 
the folk)wing appreciation of du eling: 
“In Franco ev ery body fights, or is lia­ 
ble to fight, and no one thinks of con­ 
testing the legitimacy of du eling. Re­ 
paration by arms renders more serv ice 
to social order than a police magistrate 
and a tribu nal of ju stice. 
On leav ing 
the cou rt-hou se the offender and tho 
offended still retain the feelings of ha­ 
tred which brou ght them there. 
The 
poisoned words of the lawy ers hav e 
merely added to the anger of tho par­ 
ties, and resentm ent thu s left smou l­ 
dering in families may bring abou t all 
kinds of complications and criminal 
acts. 
In a meeting on the terrain the 
case is different. 
W hatev er the resu lt 
of the combat, whether tho ball l>e 
lost in tho branch of a tree or fix ed in a 
shou lder, whether the sword penetrate 
the breast or be stopped bv a rib, there 
is an end of the matter. 
The offense 
is washed ou t, and thero is no ju dg­ 
ment, no decision, so good as tb e p ro ves* 
verb a l in which the seconds declare 
honor to be satisfied. 
The du el is a 
conv ention which not only has force of 
law, bu t which is ev en su perior to law. 
inasmu ch as the ju dge can only giv e 
satisfaction to 
one of the parties, 
whereas the seconds send away both 
parties acqu itted, and withou t tho pos­ 
sibility of there being any u lterior re­ 
proach.” 
This is a fair statem ent of the v iews 
of France of the nineteenth centu ry on 
the su bject—v iews which hav e been ex ­ 
pressed not only in the press, bu t in 
legislativ e assemblies. 
In the time of 
Napoleon I. a bill for tlie su ppression 
of du eling was presented in the Cou - 
seil d ’Etat, and rejected after discu s­ 
sion, one of the reasons for not taking 
any legislativ e action in the m atter be­ 
ing the following: 
“There is a m u lti­ 
tu de of offenses which legal ju stice does 
not pu nish, and amongst these offenses 
there are somo so indefinite, or con­ 
cerned with m atters so delicate, th at 
the inju red party wou ld blu sh to bring 
them ou t to broad day light in order to 
demand pu blic ju stice.

Walsh, Lemontey , Cliatelain, Armand 
Carrol, hav e defended du eling as an 
institu tion which three centu ries of 
legislation and philosophy hav e been 
powerless to dethrone. 
It is a preju ­ 
dice, a relic of barbarism, or whatev er 
y ou may please to call it. 
That they 
will admit, while at the same time ar­ 
gu ing to show that it is necessary for 
the ex istence of societies. 
Ju les Janin 
say s: 
“I wou ld not consent to liv e 
twenty -fou r hou rs in society , su ch as is 
at present established and gov erned, if 
du eling did not ex ist.” There is hardly 
a name illu striou s in the political, liter­ 
ary , and social annals of France du ring 
the nineteenth centu ry which is not the 
name of a du elist. 
Ev en the magis­ 
trates themselv es fight du els. 
In fact, 
throu ghou t the centu ry du eling has 
continu ed in France as a social scou rge, 
v ary ing in intensity according to the 
1 
greater or less intensity of the passions 
of the moment. 
Now, as in the times 
of Lou is XIV., ju stice is powerless to 
su ppress the practice, and legislators 
seem to hav e abandoned the attem pt to 
do so, or ev en to regu late du eling.—

The ou tward aspect of a Ru ssian v il­ 
lage is not attractiv e, and there is little 
choice in the su rrou nding cou ntry be­ 
tween a wide, gray plain with a dis­ 
tance of scru bby pine forest with gray 
plains. 
The peasants’ hou ses are scat­ 
tered u p and down withou t any order 
or arrangement, and with no roads be­ 
tween, bu ilt of tru nks of trees, u n- 
, 
squ ared, and mortised into each other 
at the corners, the interstices filled 
with moss and nnid, a mode of bu ild­ 
ing warmer than it sou nds. 
In the in­ 
terior there is alway s an enormou s brick 
stov e, fiv e or six feet high, on which 
* 
and on the floor the whole family sleep 
in their rags. 
The heat and stench are 
frightfu l. 
No one u ndresses, washing 
is u nknown, and sheepskin pelisses 
with the wool inside are not condu civ e 
to cleanliness. 
Wood, howev er, is be- 
^ 
coming v ery scarse—the forests are 
u sed u p in fu el for railway engines, for 
wooden constru ctions of all kinds, and 
arc set fire to wastefu lly —in many 
places the peasants are forced to bu rn 
du ng, weeds, or any thing else which 
tliev can pick u p; fifty y ears, it is said, 
will ex hau st the present forests, and 
fresh trees are nev er planted. 
The women are more diligent than 
the men, and the hardest work is often 
tu rned ov er to them, as is generally the 
case in cou ntries where peasant proper­ 
ties prev ail. 
“ They are only the fe­ 
males of tho male,” and hav e few wo­ 
manly qu alities. They toil at the same 
tasks in the field as tho men, ride 
astride like them, often withou t sad­ 
dles, and the mortality is ex cessiv e 
among the neglected children, who are 
carried ou t into the fields, where the 
babies lie the wrhole day w ith a bou gh 
ov er them and cov ered with flies, while 
the poor mother is at work. 
Eight ou t 
of ten children are said to die before 
ten y ears old in ru ral Ru ssia.
